Whereashe was a presidential elector in 1948 and served as Democratic national committeeman
from 1949 to 1956; and

to 1957 sessions; and

Whereashe was subsequently elected to thieddhsin senate in 1959 it the unexpired term of
GaylordNelson, and served until 1984; and

Whereasduring his tenure in the legislature,.Mihompson was known for his dedication to human
rightsand civil liberties; and

WhereasMr. Thompsorretired from the Wsconsin legislature in 1984, after having served 32
years;and

Whereasafter his retirement, MiThompsorserved as a commissioner on the Labor and Industry
